CATTLE THIEVING NOW 
WIDE-SPREAD IN STATE 


One hundred fifty-one cattle and 
other, livestock thieves have been ar- 
‘rested in Mississippi from July 1, 1950 
to July 1, 1951 by special livestock 
theft investigators Ed Ainsworth and 
Frank Rodgers, who operate under the 
cattle theft law sponsored by the Mis- 
sissippi Cattlemen’s Association, -and 
passed by the 1950 Mississippi legis- 
lature. + 

Ninety-nine persons have been con- 
victed for cattle rustling up to July 1 
this year, and are’ serving time at 
Parchman in the State penitentiary. 
Forty-three of those errested are await- 
ing trial, and will probably be given 
a ride soon also. 

And the two investigators during the 
first year of operation, have recovered 
245 head of stolen cattle valued at 
$52,160 for their owenrs, as well as 
$450 worth of hoga. 

.In apite of the number of arrests 
and convictions for the crime during 
the past year, cattle rustling is. still 
going strong. In fact, Rodgers. and Ains- 
worth point out that cattle thieving is 
on the ‘increase.

Nonresident fishermen Were requir 
ed by law to pay higher licenses tò 
take shrimp, oysters, and fish ‘from 
Louisiana waters than Louisiana rési- 
dents, 

Cémmercial fishermen from Alabama 
and Mississippi brought the suit egainst 
Louisiana. 

Other members of the special court 
were US Fifth Circuit Court Judge 
Wayne® G. Borah and Judge Daniel 
Thomas of the Southern district of 
Alabama. They concurred with Chriss 
tenberry’s opinion. 

Evidence shows, the opinion said, 
that both non-residents and residents of 
the state use substantially the same 
method of gathering sea food and that 


the boats used are substantially the 
same. 


The opinion added: 

“There is nothing in the record to 
substantiate a contention that the cost 
of enforcing the laws against non-resi- 
dents is more than enforcing the laws 
; against residents.” 

Testimony at the trial brought out 
that non-residents must pay $200 for 
a license and $2,500 for a boat license 
to the state of Louisiana. 

Louisiana residents pay from $20 
to $25 for a license and fro m$5 to $10 
for a boat license. $ 

In his opinion Christenberry stated 
it was plain that the restrictive and 
prohibitive language of the law was 
not a conservation measure since no 
restriction is placed on the number of 
licenses issued.
